July 25, 1910, says : 

"I remember the portrait of Gen. Jackson which you 
shewed me perfectly well, and have the engraved portrait 
from it & one from Mrs. Jackson . . . its resemblance in some 
parts to Uncle Rembrandt shews where he was influenced by 
him — he intensely admired Uncle Rembrandt, but to me his 
style was very much superior and lifelike. I considered that 
picture a fine one, and very lifelike, and this was undoubtedly 
the work of Grandfather — and one of his finest pictures." —
